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Our cover picture shows the Uncle Sam House as it appeared 
at the turn of the century. The name comes from the fact that from 
1780 to 1789 the famous Samuel Wilson lived here, coming from 
Arlington, Mass., and going from here to Troy, N.Y., by foot. With 
his brother they became meat packers and furnished the army during 
the war of 1812. He was appointed meat inspector for the government 
and marked the barrels with U.S. These barrels soon became known 
as Uncle Sam’s meat.

By some of us 1959 will be remembered as the year 
of library expansion, a project made possible by the sup- 
port of many interested individuals. 


In late summer we realized that if we were to be 
ready to meet the rquirements of the Mason children dur- 
ing the school year, it would be necessary to have more 
space in which to work efficiently. 


Without Mr. Eaton’s unlimited patience with us and 
his uncounted hours of volunteer labor, the work could not 
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have been done. Mr. Rajala and Mr. Rafter devoted sev- 
eral evenings to the unpleasant task of knocking out a wall 
which wou.d add 714 x 30 ft. to our Library area; besides 
making a generous contribution to be applied to cost of 
lebor and materials, Miss Voorhees bought three new win- 
dows to let in the afternoon sunlight; Mr. Akerman con- 
tributed two gallons of paint and some labor; Mr. Wildes 
wielded the paint brush on several occasions; Mrs. Gish 
and Mrs. Sowers gave us a gallon of paint and five dollars 
with which to buy more; the need for two doors was 
promptly met by Mr. Whitakcr and Mr. Rowse; Mrs. Cra- 
thern made the new curtains; with a check from an out- 
of-town guest a new floor covering was purchased and in- 
stalled. 


While at the date of this report there is more painting 
to be done, cushions to be made for the window-seat in the 
little children’s corner, an additional fluorescent light to 
be installed, and table and chairs to be provided for ref- 
erence use, we are most grateful for what has been ac- 
complished. 


Due to the fact that a considerable part of the budget 
had to be used for the purchase of materials and to meet 
the expense of the hired labor, we have spent compara- 
tively littie on books this year. We have, however, been 
most fortunate in having 110 books given to us. Among 
these were two purchased with the $5 Good Citizenship 
Award which Edith Rowse generously gave us. Mr. An- 
derson not only gave us two copies of his most recent book, 
but offered to replace those Anderson books which the 
children have loved into a state of great disrepair. 
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Speaking of repairs, we wish to acknowledge the 
work done by a group from the Grange who spent an eve- 
ning repairing books. Other services were rendered by 
Mr. Washburn, who mowed the grass, and Mr. Newell, 
who cleaned our new windows. 


Mrs. Stanton presented us with a cabinet filled with 
reproductions of the great art of the ages. She also made 
a cash contribution to be applied where most needed. 


From the Donald Perry estate we received, in addi- 
tion to 75 volumes included in the aforementioned books, 
two sectional bookcases and two hat trees. 


The Bookmobile has continued to be a source of de- 
light. Not only the librarian and trustees, but repre- 
sentatives from the upper classes at school have availed 
themselves of the opportunity to select books. The assis- 
tance rendered by several of the older pupils has been 
highly commended by those in charge of the Bookmobile. 


Between visits of the Bookmobile, special requests 
have been sent to the State Library in Concord, which has 
made every effort to send us the desired material. We 
have also exchanged books with neighboring libraries. 


The trustees attended the annual meeting in Con- 
cord. Trustees and librarian have attended several group 
meetings, and the librarian attended the joint meeting 
of New Hampshire and Vermont librarians in Hanover. 


With the better facilities that we have acquired dur- 
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ing 1959 we hope to place emphasis on even better service 
to the community in 1960.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire stand- 
point. New Hampshire had the best record in the nation. 
Fewer acres were burned, suppression costs were substan- 
tially reduced and damage to woodlands held to a mini- 
mum. The record resulted from a combination of fav- 
orable weather conditions, an alert warden service and a 
cooperating public. 


Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing 
note 


58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused by 
careless smokers and debris burners. 


10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires were caused by chil- 
dren. 


Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent 
minded individuals and failure of parents to properly su- 
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pervise cnildren and keep matches out of their reach, an- 
nuaily cause these unnecessary fires which cost large sums 
to extinguish and cause extensive damage. The elimina- 
tion of these three causes of fires would radically change 
this picture. The rules are simple— 


1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local 
forest fire warden—the law requires it . 


2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 


3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leav- 
ing it. 


4. Don’t throw lighted matches, cigars and cigarettes 
from moving vehicles—use your ash tray. 


5. Don’t burn at home—use your town dump and 
save yourself much possible difficulty, both personal and 
financial.

SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


This committee was appointed by the School Board 
following the 1959 School District Meeting to remain in 
office until a solution to the school problem is reached. 
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The committee organized May 4, 1959, with Adolph 
Rajala as chairman. It has met at frequent intervals 
throughout the year and considered the various aspects 
of the school problem from a long range viewpoint. 


Several offers of land for a new school were very gen- 
erous_y offered by public spirited citizens who have a real 
interest in our schools. We examined the various sites of- 
fered and also gave considerable thought to expansion at the 
present location. 


The committee poses the following questions to the 
townspeople: 


1. Should the town take action at the 1961 Town 
meeting to buy sufficient land around the present school 
house to protect adequately the present building and to 
provide for possible expansion? 


2. Should the town obtain option at once on the 
Crathern land at the rear of the school playground and 
take action on the purchase of the property at the 1962 
Town Meeting for the purpose of developing adequate play- 
ground facilities in connection with expansion of the pres- 
ent plant? 


3. Should the town buy the parsonage on or before 
expiration of the present lease on June 30, 1962? 


4. Should the town consider combining the present 
building and the parsonage as one unit for school pur- 
poses? 


5. Should the town disregard the parsonage and con- 
fine the expansion of school facilities to an addition to the 
present school building ?

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


I respectfully submit my third annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 
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STAFF AND INSTRUCTION 


The Mason Public School opened this Fall with no 
changes in its staff. Mrs. Neta Frost continues as Prin- 
cipal of the school and teaches grades one, two and three. 
Mrs. Helene Greene continues to teach in the middle room, 
grades four, five and six and Mr. Richard Metivier teaches 
in the upper room, grades seven and eight. Miss Elsie 
Wheeler continues as Music Supervisor and Dr. Robert 
Wellwood as School Doctor. Mr. Ernest Smith continues 
as Custodian of the buildings. Mrs. Laiia Luhtala of New 
Ipswich was hired to fill the vaczncy left by the retirement 
of Miss Sybil Beatham, R. N., as School Nurse. 


The School District has been very fortunate in keep- 
ing together the staff that worked out so satisfactorily for 
the last half of the past school year and it has meant that 
this year excellent progress has been made in all areas of 
instruction within the building. A drop in pupil enroil- 
ment of some ten pupils less than the number anticipated, 
and a good many of them in the primary room, made it 
unnecessary to hire an assisting teacher as had been voted 
by the School District at the last meeting. 


Mason continues to lead other small schools in the use 
of Educational Television and this year has joined the 
New Hampshire television program and has participated in 
a number of their offerings. Through the medium of tele- 
vision, Conversational French has been taught by Mrs. 
Greene, in the middle room, to the benefit of the children 
of the community. Each day teachers are finding better 
ways of incorporating the presentations on television into 
the daily classroom routine and as a result, the children 
have been gaining the benefits of this type of instruction. 
You will be pleased to note that five of the other seven 
towns in the Supervisory Union have followed the lead of 
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Mason end now are offcring Educational Television as a 
regular part of the school instructional program. 


During this past school year all school districts of the 
ecuntry have become affcxted by National, Legislation 
which was passed September 5, 1958 by the Congress of 
the United States. This Act, the National Defense Edu- 
cation Act, made available to educational institutions 
throughout the country some billion dollars to strengthen 
educational effort. It seems that by the mere title of the 
Act, Congress shows awareness that the very defense of 
this country hinges upon the educational and intellectual 
level of its citizenry and is wililng to spend such an amount 
of money for strengthening education in the United States. 
1ue most important provision of this Act, as far as the 
town of Mason is concerned, is Title Three, which provides 
money to strengthen education beyond the usual effort of 
a community, in the areas of Math, Science, and Foreign 
Languages. Funds made available by the National De- 
fense Act are on a matching basis, each dollar that is ex- 
pended to strengthen education is matched by a dollar 
of Federal funds. Mason’s share of this huge ailotment of 
money amounts to some $125 each year for a period of 
three years. The School Board has already voted to ex- 
pend money made available, for the purchase of a port- 
able Science Laboratory Bench and related equipment neces- 
sary for adequately implementing instruction in Science, 
in grades one through eight. Money for the further 
strengthening of instruction will be provided in the next 
two school years under the present Act, and it is expec- 
ted that upon termination of the time limit of the cur- 
rent Act, additional legislation will be passed. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


The building and grounds of the Mason school con- 
tinue in generally good condition. Minor modifications of 
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varied sorts have been made within the building to bet- 
ter comply with fire regulations and thus provide a safer 
school for children. Painting of the outside of the win- 
dows in the brick building has been provided for within 
the Budget because of the weathering which is showing 
up, necessitating such action. 


Mr. Arthur Rafter of the School Board has, with some 
local help, put up plastic storm windows on the east side 
of the brick building to prevent a generally uncomfort- 
able situation in the classroom, and also to help to reduce 
to some extent, fuel costs for heating this building. 


SPECIAL ARTICLES 


Article 9 provides the School District with the op- 
portunity of entering again into an exclusive contract with 
Appleton Academy for the education of children who plan 
on attending Appleton Academy to further their educa- 
tion. The School Board has budgeted on the basis of pres- 
ent enrollment, $5200, for this purpose, but the trustees 
of Appleton Accdemy have offered to educate all children 
of Mason at a figure of $4860. The cost of tuition per 
pupil for Appleton Academy next year is estimated to be 
$400. During the present year, due to the departure from 
Mason of a large family which included children of the 
High School level, Mason is actually paying more than 
the State average for the education of its High School 
children. This is the case, since the flat fee of $4649 was 
voted by the District during the past year, and the actual 
cost of tuition on a per pupil basis would have been some- 
what less than this amount. To help citizens in their 
thinking as to action to be taken on this Article, note 
should be made of the fact that over the past five years 
the average dropout rate for Mason has been 11.5%. This 
means that there should be a droppage of two pupils per 
year if the past dropout rate continues into the future. 
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Article 10 authorizes the Schoo! Board to accept mon- 
ies which are made available to it primarily through the 
National Defense Education Act. 


Article 11 relates to the election of School District 
Officers by means of the non-partisan ballot system, a sys- 
tem which will require all candidates for School District of- 
fices to fite for candidacy and also provides for the use 
of a check list and a ballot system. 


Article 12 raises money to allow this type of voting 
system to be put into effect. 


FINANCE 


The total appropriation reauired to cover the School 
Board’s Budget is $32,283.76 which is an increase cf $1,- 
288.42 over last year’s budget, but not including Special 
Articles. Due to an estimated balance on hand at the end 
of the present school year of $2,800, and an estimated in- 
crease of Foundation Aid to $5,000, the estimated income 
for the District in the year 1960-61, is estimated to be $8,- 
735. This is an increase of almost $5,000 over the income 
estimated for the present school year and this increase 
plus additional expenditures made under Special Articles 
last year results in a School Tax for Mason of $23 548.76, 
which is some $6,000 less than the assessment needed to 
meet the School District’s appropriation for the present 
school year. This amounts to a reduction in the tax rate 
of some $11.00 per $1,000 of local assessed valuation. 


It should be noted that through the efforts of the 
local representative to the General Court, Mr. Tracy Eaton, 
a bill was passed providing Building Aid to the town of 
Mason for the principal payments presently being made 
by the School District on the renovation of the Parsonage. 
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This payment amounts to $210 per year, starting with the 
present school year, and ultimately this will result in an 
income of some $840 to the School District. 


There are several areas of increase within the School 
Budget worthy of being called to the attention of the citi- 
zenry. In Item 4, there is an increase of $181.58, $100 
of that increase being accountable to a transference of 
the salary of the Secretary of the School Board from Item 
1 to Item 4. It shou'd be noted that Item 1 has decreased 
by this $100 emount. Another $20 is accountable to pay- 
ments estimated to be made to the Truant Officer, and the 
remainder of the increase is accountable to additional sal- 
aries being provided to the Supervisory Union Secretaries. 
The Item 5 increase of $81.35 is accountable primarily to 
revised budgeting as to costs of the usage of the school 
telephone. In Item 6, an increase of $625 provides for in- 
creases for the teachers of the school to keep them in 
step with increases being provided in the area and through- 
out the State. In Items 7 and 8, an increase of $255 is evi- 
dent, the bulk of this increase being provided to take ad- 
vantage of the monies being made available by the Nation- 
al Defense Education Act. In Item 10, an increase of 
$125 is present, $100 of that increase being for the pur- 
chase of a set of Encyclopedias sorely needed within the 
building, and $25 to provide for repairs of instructional 
equipment within the school. This item has not been 
specifically budgeted for previously, but squeezed out of 
other areas within the budget, namely Item 14. The in- 
crease in Item 14 of $153 provides for the painting and re- 
glazing of the school windows which has been mentioned 
previously within this report. In Item 19, an increase of 
$274.46 is brought about by a relocating of teachers’ So- 
cial Security from Item 20 to Item 19. An inspection of 
Item 20 indicates a decrease that makes up for the bulk 
of the increase in Item 19. The remainder of the increase 
is due to increased Social Security payments which must 
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be made, and the increase in salaries which is being pro- 
vided for the teachers. 


An area of decrease within the budget which has not 
already been noted lies in Item 17, Tuitions, where, in spite 
of the fact that tuition costs have increased from $388 to 
$400 per pupil at Appleton Academy, a decrease of $141 is 
estimated because of reduced numbers of children attend- 
ing High School from Mason. <A decrease in Item 23 of 
$200 is reflected, since during the present year money was 
provided for the purchase of a duplicating machine, such 
expenditure not being planned for in 1960-61. Incidentally, 
this machine has added greatly to the efficiency with which 
materials can be turned out by teachers for use in classes. 


CONCLUSION 


The School Board of Mason deserves special credit for 
the sincere interest which they exhibit in all the activi- 
ties of the school. It is to their credit that they act, in 
reaching decisions of policy, in a manner which they firm- 
ly believe will result in the best for children. Certainly, 
the Board has been a credit, not only to themselves but 
also to the town of Mason. 


I wish to thank the Mason School Board and the staff 
for their helpfulness and cooperation which has been a 
great source of continual encouragement to work harder 
for the improvement of education for children in Mason.
